COLD START HARD 
ON TRACTORS 


If the farm tractor is to be used in 
cold weather, provide a heated stor- 
age space. B. T. Stephanson, Depart- 
ment of Agricultural Engineering, 
University of Alberta, advises that a 
warm tractor is not only easier to 
start, but its life will be prolonged. 

Cold weather starting will wear 
engine parts very quickly. One cold 
Weather start adds up to many hours 
of normal operation. The reason is 
that an engine standing idle for a 
while will have all the lubricating oil 
drained into the.crankcase. There 
will be a very thin film of oll on the 
working parts, and the oil in the 
crankcase will be cold and congealed 
and very hard to circulate, As soon 
as the engine starts, this film of oil 
will be. burned off the cylinder walls 
by the heat of combination, It may 
take 10 minutes or it may take half 
an hour for the oil to circulate prop- 
erly. AN this time the cylinders and 
pistons are starved for oil. There will 
be a very high rate of scuffing be- 
tween dry pistons and rings against 
dry cylinder walls, As a result of this 
scuffing, wear will be many times 
normal.

STINKWEED OUTS 
DAIRY PROFITS 


Right now and for the next few 
weeks is described by the Dairy 
Branch as a critical time for Dairy- 
men, Dry stinkweed plants and seeds

Stinkweed is one of the most dis- 
agreeable of all flavours that taint 
our milk and cream supplies. It 
brings logs to producer and consumer 
alike, You may all the care in 
the world in sai 
cool your milk and cream correctly 
but if some of your cows have eaten 
stinkweed plants or seed and the 
milk from these cows is mixed in 
with the rest, you are in for trouble, 


Here are a few suggestions from 
the Dairy Branch about the preven- 
tion of stinkweed flavours. 


1. Wherever possible, keep all milk 
cows off pastures and fields infested 
with stinkweed, 


2. Remove or burn all screenings 
from around threshing machine set- 
tings before ‘allowing milk cows to 
pasture in such fields,

COOKING WITH HONEY 

Honey is known as Nature's sweet, 
The ancient greeks who used honey, 
called it “nectar of the Gods“. 

The colour and flavour of honey 
vary greatly according to the type 
of flower from which the nectar has 
been collected. Tastes vary greatly, 
some like mild delicate honey while 
others prefer that with a pronounced 
flavour. 

All honey (except that packed in 
glass containers) shipped from one 


province of Canada to another is re- 


quired to be classified as to colour 
and graded as to quality, The larger 
portion of honey sold locally is also 
graded. ; 

The colour classes for honey are: 
white, golden, amber and dark, Col- 
our does not affect the grade. Colour 
is however, an indication of flavour, 
for, as a general rule the darker the 

Honey is sold in both grahulated 
and liquid form. 

Pasteurized honey, which is of 
creamy texture, has been treated by 
the controlled application of heat to 
a point where all yeasts ‘responsible 
for fermentation are destroyed, For 
this reason, it will keep indefinitely, 
It is packed in plants registered with 
and operating under the supervision 
of the Dominion Department of Ag- 
riculture, 

When honey is graded; the grade 
and the colour classification must be 
shown on the container. Pasteurized 
honey is labelled as such, . 

No. 1 grade of good flavour, free 
from foreign material and with good 
keeping qualities is the best grade 
for table use, : 

No. 2 grade honey may have trac-

Honey which has. solidified or 
granulated may be liquified by plac- 
ing the container in a bowl of warm 
water, no warmer than the hand can 
bear, until crystals are melted, Too 
much heat will impair the fine flav- 
our of the honey.

There was little in that early per- 
iod to give promise of Canada’s 
bright future. The population, just 
about half a million, carried on trade 
principally by barter and to a lesser 
extent by the use of American, Bri- 
tish, French, Spanish and Portuguese 
money, Commerce. was in a state of 
chaos, owing to its dependence on the 
varying rates of exchange of these 
currencies and the obvious inadequac- 
les of barter. * 


As the first bank in the country, 
the B of M immediately set about 
doing all it could to correct this con- 
dition, It began by its own 
bills in small denominations and, 
later, copper tokens. 


This currency was Canada’s first 
real money. It did much to steady 
and speed up trade, because it pro- 
vided a reliable common denominator 
for the exchange of other currencies, 
as well as a thorough-going domes- 
tic medium of exchange. 


A second innovation ocourred 
within a fortnight after the opening’ 
of the first office in Montreal, when 
the bank started an agency in Que- 
bec City. This step represented the 
introduction of the branch-banking 
system.in Canada. The system has 
since proven a major source of both 
the dynamic growth and the stabil- 
ity which have long ‘characterized 
the Canadian economy, 


Even before the end of 1817, the 
bank's, directors were making ar- 
rangements with the Duke of Rich-- 
mond, then Governor of Canada, to 
supply the Government with money. 
Thus, the Montreal Bank, to use its 
early name, became the first domes- 


tic banker of the Canadian Govern- |

Founded Financial System 


The sum of these innovations was 
that the bank ended the uncertainty 
and disorder in which business was 
trangacted in Canada and founded the 
first native system of finance, In 
the 130 years of its existence, this 
system has enabled the Canadian 
economy to survive two major wars 
and several smaller ones, as well as 


periodic depressions and civil unrest. 


Despite all the ups and downs of 
world conditions since 1817, the na- 
tional economy has won recognition 
far and wide for dependability and 


elasticity, 


As the years passed, the bank 
Spread its branches all over Canada, 
giving financial support and counsel 
to the country’s young industries. 


First Prairie Branch 


The office it opened at Winnipeg 
in 1877 was the first permanent bank 
west of the Great Lakes, The people 
of Winnipeg numbered less than a 


Despite popular misgivings as to 
the practicability of a transcontin- 
ental railway and the agricultural 
value of the lands between Manitoba 
and the Rockies, the bank placed its 
resources to a marked extent behind 
the building of the Canadian Pacific. 
In the opening up of the West which 


followed, B of M branches went hand 


in hand with the pioneers and were 
established at key points from east- 
ern sea to western at an early date. 
The Regina brafich opened in 1882, 
while that of the frontier settlement 
of Calgary began serving the com- 
munity’s thousand-odd citizens four 
years later.

T the very outset, the Bank issued its 
own bills and coins, Here was 
Canada’s first real money. The currency 
won immediate acceptance... goods 
moved more quickly. and the stability the 
nine men hoped for came rapidly. The 
people proudly welcomed this Canadian 
currency - and, as its circulation spread, 
so did the reputation of the new bank. 
Withio a year of its founding it became 
the Government's banker, and its currency 
officially replaced the British money used 
by the Government up to that time.

Victory Loan Campaign and for two 
years he was chairman of the Nation- 
al War Finance Committee. 


B. C. GARDNER, vice-president 
and general manager of the Bank of 
Montreal, who is also president of the 
Canadian Bankers Association and 
a vice-president of the American 
Bankers’ Association. 

Mr. Gardner, whose wide exper- 
ience in banking includes service in 
England, the United States and New 
foundland, as well as in eastern and 
western Canada, became an aasist- 
ant general manager of the bank in 
1935, In 1942, he assumed the duties 
of general manager of the organiza- 


tion and two years later became a 


director and vice-president,
